decision of Commissioner Pendery in the 
Fugitive Slave Cases from the Cincinnati 
Gazett of February 27: 


The Fugitive Slave Case. 


Decision of Commissioner Pendery. 
‘The Fugitives rémanded back to ®lavery. 


At half past one o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, Commissioner. Pendery opened his 
Court in the U. S. Court Rooms, ( Judge 
Leavitt giving way,) and gave his decision. 
“He commenced by saying: 

Previous to the disposition of the cases 
now before us, we shall pass upon the motion: 
“That we discharge Margaret Garner, 
Simon Garner, Senior, Simon Garner, Jr., 
and Mary Garner, from the custody of 
the U. S. Marshall and deliver them into the 
possession of said Sheriff’ ‘This motion is 
based upon an indictment found by the 
Grand Jury of Uamilton. County, Ohio, 
charging them with the crime of Murder in 
the Hirst Degree, and a capias issued upon 
said indictment for their arrest. 

We find no law to warrant-us in making 
such order, and therefore overrule the mo- 
tion. 

He then proceed to consider the claim of 
Marshall to Simon Garner, Senior, Simon 
Garner, Junior, and Mary Garner. 

On the 28th of January, 1856, Archibald 
K. Gaines, a citizen of Boone county, and 
State of Kentucky, made an aflidavit, ete., 
that one negro man named Simon — 
Senior, aged about 5D years: one negro ma 
named ‘Simon Garner, ee aged about 2 
years; and one negro woman named vee 
Garner, aged 50 ‘years; who owe labor and 
service to James Marshall, for life under the 
laws of Kentucky, escaped from the State of 
Kentucky. ° 

The testimony for the claimant shows that 
these persons are held by the said James 
Marshall as slaves for life under the laws of 
Kentucky, that theabove named persons are 
the identical ones described in the claimant’s 
affidayit, and that they escaped on the mght 
of the 28th a of January last, from said 
county and State into the Southern District 
of Ohio, where the United States Marshall 
made the arrest. 

The testimony for the defense is, in sub- 
stance, that Simon Garner, Junior, and Mary 
Garner, have both been in Ohio previous to 
their escape, with the claimant’s consent; but 
no proof of that-kind is offered as to Simon 
Garner senior. 

These are the principal facts elicited in the 
ifivestigation of this case. 

The only question which we propose to 
discuss in this case is, “ does the fact of the 
temporary visit to Ohio of Simon Garner, 
Junior, and Mary Garner, with the consent 
of their master, prior to thier esea pe,~ affect 
the rights of the claimant?” Or, in other 
words James Marshall. having premitted 
these persons to come into Ohio, and they 
having voluntarily, returned into his service, 
is thier relation as master and slave chang- 
ed? 

Upon what principle, then, are we to fiind 


young Simon and Mary Garner to be free, 


when in Ohio by the consent of their master. 
Is it in the clause of our State Constitution 
which declares. there shall be no Slavery in 
this State, nor involuntary servitude, except 
for the punishment of erie? Article Ist 
Section Sth. 

The most recent case Boaris upon this 
point is that of Strader et. al. vs. Graham, 

5 B. Munroe, 173. The facts in this case 
were, Stradar & Gorman were the owners ef 
the steamboat Pike, and had permitted three 
slaves of Graham to come on their boat from 
Louisville to Cincinnati, whence they escap- 
-ed into Canada..'She defense made by Stra- 
der & Goraiai was that these ne roes were 
musicians, and allowed to travel “about by 
the complainant as free negroes; that the 
complainant gave {hem written consent to 
come to Ohio, and that they remained here 
for a long time, then returned into the State 
of Kentucky, into the service of their master, 
and, therefore, that they were free. Judge 
Marshall, in delivering the opinion of ihe 
Court, held. 

Ist. Thata master residing in Kentucky, 
and taking his slave with him to Ohio, for a 
temporary purpose, is not to be understood 
as renouncing his right to his slave, and on 
the return of. the slave to Kentucky he can- 
not, on that ground assert a right | to free- 
dom. Sess : 

2d. The owner one aslave ie resides in 
Kentucky, who permits his slave to go to 
Ohioin charge ofan agent fora temporary 
purpose, does not forfeit his right of property 
in such slave.” 

This case was afterwards removed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States by a 
writ of error, and Chief Justice Taney de- 
livered the opinion of the Court as reported 
in 10 Howard’s Supreme Court, Reports. 92. 
He says: ‘ Much of the argument on the 
part of the plaintiffs in error has beeu offered 
for the purpose of showing that the judg- 
ment of the State Court was erroneous in de- 
ciding that these neg

Chief Justice Taney, in de livering the | 
opinion of the Courtheld; ‘Phat even assum- 
ing by the French Laws, that Priscilla was 
entitled to her freedom, upon her mtroduetion 
into that country, the Court was of cpimion 
that there was nothing in the act of Congress 
to prevent her mistress from bringing her 
back to her place of residence, and continu- 
ing to hold her as before in her service, and 
that, although the girl had been staying for a 
time in France, in‘the service of her mistress 
yet in contemplation of law, she still contin- 
ued an inhabitant of Louisiana. 

To return to the question: When brought 
within the State of Ohio for a temporary pur- 
pose by the consent of the master, did they 
become free in consequence of that clause 
of the Constitution of Ohio which declares 
“There shall be no slavery or involurtary | t 
servitude within ber limits?” We think not; 
the true effect of that clause being to prevent 
slavery as an institution within her limits, 
rather than to execute the act of manumission 
upon foreign slaves temporarily upon ovr 
soil with the master’s consent. 

Supposing that Ohio has the right under 
her Constitution to pass’ laws m aking the 
slave free the moment he stands upon “Ohio 
soil, by the consent of the master, it is suili- 
cient for the master, it 1s sficient for the pur- 
pose of this case that, at the time Mary 
Garner and Simon Garner were inthe State 
of Ohio as-alleged, there was no law declar- 
ing that. the Telations they held .to their 
master as slaves were dissolved and at an 
end... 

Had they refused to return to Kentucky, 
it is quite possible that the owner would have 
invoked the aid of legal process ¢o compel 
their return in vain. ‘The Federal Courts 
could not have remanded them to the cus- 
tody and control of their master; because 
they were eeeeee in Ohio by act of the 
mastor, and not as fugitives who had escap- 
ed into Ohio. The Constijution and laws of 
the United States: all powerful as they are, 
and I trust always willbe in national and 
inner State affairs,y were inoperative when 
by the act of the parties, the whole case 
was brought within the jurisdiction and dis- 
posal of the State of Ohio. 

The aid of legal process from Ohio Courts 
could not have been obtained, for° Ohio has 
enacted no laws for the control and manage- 
ment of foreign slaves while, for the purpose’ 
af agourn or transit, temporarily within her 
borders. 

With this state of the law, slaves assert- 
ing their freedom become, practically,+free. 

Pbe master has no lon iger the right of violent 
subjection to his ¢ srnmand: but the State of 
Ohio extends to both parties the protection 
of equal laws, 

But this possible freedom, this freedom in 
posse, rather than in esse, is something which 
the law of Ohio rather protects than creates, 
That the slave brought by his master into 
Ohio, and refusing to return becomes free, is 
one of the inevitable results of the proposi- 
tion that siavery isa creature of law, and 
cannot maintain itself where the laws do not 
regulate it, and provide for its continu- 
ance. 

3ut the slave having been brought to Obio 
by the master, returns with him voluntarialy 
to the State of Kentucky, what, then, is the 
relation between them? While in. Ohio, 
the Obio courts. could have determined that, 
for the whole matter was preperly within 
her control. The act of the parties again 
changed the } ju isdiction, and the whole mat- 
ter Festad again within the control of the 
State of Kentucky. 

The claim upon the State of Ohio for 
protection against violent abduction was 
not made. ‘Lhe right to be free was waiv- 
ed. In coming to Ohio the master volin- 
tarily uiindewed his legal power over his 
slave and in returning voluntarily the slave 
has equally aanianed his claim to free- 
dom, 

Upon the return of slaves voluntarily to 

Kentucky with their master, their relations 
Me confimed by the laws and jurisdic- 
tion of that tite, and with that settlement 

af the qnestion the Supreme Court of the 
United Sine s has declined to interfere. The 
law, as thus determined, we have already 
stated in the earlier part of ouropinion. 

With reference to the particular case’ be- 
fore us, we therefore are under the necessity 
of holding that these defendants, Mary Gar- 
ner, Simon Garner, jr., were levally held in. 
slavery at the time of their escape on the 
26th of January, 1856. 

We have given those cases which in ae 
ou are Jeading ones upon this subjec 

yd which throw ligh 1 upon the issues to es 
met in this case. They are the landmark 
by which we have been guided in our deci- 
sion. 

The next and last question to hie settled 
arises under the Constitutional provision for

titled to fr Sodom 

These facts present for our consideration 
the same question which was raised in the 
case of Marshall vs. Simon Garner et. al. and 
the decision which We have just announced 
applies equally in this case. 

We shall therefore make the order that 
parties named, to wit: Peooy, Tom, Sam, 
and Silla, be delivered into the custody 
and possession of the claimant, Archibald Kk, 
Gaines.

Life in Africa. 


Rey. Mr. Beachman, a member of the 
“Tondon Wesleyan Mission,” has recently 
returned froma visit to Africa, and in the 
sketch of the social condition of the negroes 
inhabiting the gold coast andits vicinity, he 
furnishes a tr uly awful picture, thus: 

Scarcely has one of their barbarous and 
bloody customs been abandoned, from the 

earliest period of which anything is known 
of them. They still even pave their court- 
yards, palaces, and even the streets or mar- 
ketplaces of their villages or towns with the 
skulls of those butchered in-the wars, at 
feats, funerals, or as sacrifices to Bossum. 

Still their wives and slaves are buried |. 
alive with their deceased husbands, or mas- 
ters. When Adahanzen died, two hundred 
and eighty of his wives were butchered be- 
fore the arrival of his suecessor, which puta 
stop to it, only to increase the flow of blood 
ane the number of deaths in other ways.— 

“he remaining living wives were buried alive, 
amid dancing, singing, and bewailing, the 
noise of muskets, horns, drums, yells, groans 
and screeches, the women marching by 
headless trunks, bedaubed Hemeetes. with 
mud and blood. ‘heir victims were march- 
edalong with large knives passed through 
their cheeks. The executioners struggle for 
the bloody office, while the victims took on 
and endure with apathy. They were too 
familiar with the horrid sacrifice to show ter- 
ror, or to imagine that all was not as it should 
be. Their hands were age off, and then. 
their leos sawed off, and their heads sawed 
off, to prolo ng the amusement. -Hven some 
who assisted to fill the graves were then 
hustled in alive, in order to add to the sport 
or solemnity of the scene. Upon the death 
of the king’s brother, four thousand victims 
were thus sacrificed. These ceremonies 
are often repeated, and hundreds slaughter- 
ed at-every rehearsal. Upon the death of a 
kine of Ashantee, a general massacre takes 
place, in which there can be no computa- 
tion of the many victims. 

At their Yam customs, Mr. Bowditch wit- 
nessed spectacles of the most-appalling kind. 
Every cabocer, or noble, sacrificed a slave 

as he entered the gate. “Heads and skulls 
formed the ornaments in their possession, — 
Tundreds were slain ; and the streaming and 
steaming blood of the victims was ‘mingled. 
in one vast brass pan, with ‘yarious: “veseta- | 
bles and animal matter, fresh as well as putrid, 
to compose a powerful Fetiche. At these 
customs the same scenes of butchery and 
slaughter occur. ‘The king’s executioners 
traverse the e city, killing all they meet. “The 
next day desolation reigns over the

sion, in favor of the wretches who then in- 

vaded our territory. They were forced to 
take sides with their oppressors, contrary to 
their convictions of right and justice, 

Can the colored people of 1856-7, ex- 
pect less of the same power that oppressed 

- them, than the colored people of 1836-79 
W e-trow not. 

What then may be their hopes—what 
their fate? They can hope for nothing be- 
yoad that which met them in the inquisition 
of °37, norexpect a better fate than that of 
the colored Buffalonians. :

Mr. Epviror:—We had a meeting here 
last night, notices having been previously 
sent on tothe Hon. Joseph Gordich. A man 
universally respected for his integrity, good- 
ness of heart, and large social qualities. He 
is an Anti-Slavery man of the right stamp, 
not only theoretical; but practical in every 
good work. 

We were made welcome at his table, and 
felt for a while that we belonged at least to 
a portion of the Human family. This com- 
munity is thoroughly imbued with the right 
kind of feeling in regard to Slavery—and it 
needs but little effortto remind them of the 


duty they owe the Free Colored People of 


the North. And those who have been 
forced fiom the land of their birth, by that 
hell black enactment the Lugitive Slave 
Law. We hada good meeting, the audi- 
ence being large and attentive. The claims 
of the Hreeman were specialy urged, and 
most encouragingly responded to by thismost 
liberal and kind hearted people. We have 
an invitation to speak before the Legislature 
of this State; not directly from that august 
body, but from their masters, the people 
who feel deeply interested in their present 
deliberations. 

There is now pending before that body a 
Bill to extend the right, to vote to her col- 
ored citizens in common with others, alsoa 
series of resolutions denouncing the repeal 
of the famous Missouri Compromise, and 
the outrages committed upon the citizens of 
Kansas, by ruffians from Missouri, and other 
slaveholding States. In addition to these 
interesting topics, a bill has been introduced 
to mitigate the barbaritics of the Fugitive 
Law, by giving to the person claimed as a 
slave ajury trial, The whole Operation seems 
to be gratuitous, for the Supreme Court 
of the State has already decidei in the 
Glover case. That the Fugitive Law was 
unconstitutional—the proper way would 
have been toadhered to that decision, and 
treated that infamous enactment as a nulity. 
You see that the Yankees are seriously 
talking about fighting their “old father 
John Bull,” unless he condescends to be 
governed by their interpretation of the 
Clayton and Bulwer treaty. But, alas, for 
their warlike thunder it’s like their Repubii- 
canism, it means just nothing. America 
talking about fighting England.—Why the 
truth is?—It would take all the Mnilitary 
strength of the country, to put down a well- 
directed negro insurrection; which would 
most assuredly be the result in case of a 
colision between the two countries. The 
Slaveholders fear this—hence its is. We see 
such papers as the Washinglon Union, and 
the Charleston Mercury, ridiculing the idea 
ofa war with Great Britain.

For the past few days, the weather has 
assumed a more moderate and spring like 
aspect, though not sufficiently warm, as to 
melt very rapidly the enormous quantities of 
snow and ice covering the surface. So great 
has been the obstruction to wagon travel, 
for upwards of two months, that many of 
the narrow streets and alleys have been 
utterly impassible, being filled with snow, 
&ec., in many places to the dedth of five feet, 
thereby rendering it of course, exceedingly 
inconvenient and expensive to the poor, in 
not being able to get their fuel delivered at 
their doors. 

Likewise, in the more fashionable, and 
business streets and thorough-fares, for the 
last few weeks, since the sleighing became 
worn out, it has only been by the utmost 
labor and difficulty, that wagons and the 
like have been kept running. 

As February was drawing to a close, 
though the thaw had set in, the annoyance 
being so great, and the impatience of the 
citizens, so well nigh gone, that they resol- 
ved to wait no longer for the spring weather 
process, consequently by the consent of the 
Mayor of the city, a large number of men 
and carts, were set to work in good earnest 
to remove the nuisance by main force. 

For the last three days, the operations 
have progressed finally. ‘This morning, 
however, the workmen are prustrated by 
another heavy snow storm. For the best 
part of the day, it has been snowing very 
tast, and bids fair to add very largely to the 
old snow, which has been such an eye sore 
these many weeks. So it really seems, 
therefore, that the people in this instance, 
will be obliged to wait Providence’s time: 
however much their business and pleasures 
may Suffer thereby. 

One thing is certain, the cold weather | 
does not freeze the tone of tyrany out of 
these American people, except in a few in- 
stances, where a few have been frozed to 
death. 

Was there ever a nation since the crea- 
tion, more disposed to defy God, and oppress 
his creatures, than this American nation ? 

The Know-Nothing National Conven- 
tion, which assembled in this city last week, 
for the purpose of nominating their candi- 
date for the next President of the United 
States, selected Milliard Fillmore. This 
devotion to the slave power while President, 
his alacrity in signing the Fugitive Slave 
Law, and willingness to shoot Abolitionist, 


|} andall who would not obey it of course, 


placed him in an attitude after the Slave- 
holders own heart. He could be trusted 
even though coming from the Western part 
of the State of New York, from a free soil 
locality. True, he will be a more “ bitter 
pili,” for the North, just at this time, than 
he would have been four years ago; but 
the support and encouragement which will 
be given to him, considering how deeply he 
is imbued in wickedness and oppression, will 
in some measure go tostrengthen the hands 
of the oppressor, as well as to heap up high- 
er and higher the obstacles against the 
elevation of the oppressed. ‘Though there 
may be nochance of his election, it will 
doubtless have the effect to embolden 
the present Administration, in their Pro- 
Slavery designs, as they will fear no opposi- 
tion from any quarter whatever. 

If therefore, the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in relation to cases, at pre- 
sent before it, chooses to decide that Slave- 
holders have the right to take their slave 
property with them into Free States, in less 
than six months more, what has hereto been 
regarded as a hinderance may fully be re- 
moved. And in future, the man who may 
venture to say to “Jane Johnson,” or one 
in her stead, that she is free, may do so at 
his peril. 

That the Republican and Anti-Slavery 
sentiment, is increasing over the North can- 
not be disputed, and politically the numbers 
representing the Anti-Slavery sentiments 
will perhaps be far greater this year, than at 
any previous day, nevertheless, the number 
standing on genuine Anti-Slavery principles, 
will be too few, obviously, to weild an in- 
fluence sufficiently potent to effect in the 
coming National Convention, of the Repub- 
lican party, a true liberty platform, Many 
in it will fear such a course, hence will effect 
but little, in all probability. 

This evening, the Rev. Antonette L. 
Brown Blackwell, lectured before the Penn ° 
sylvania Anti-Slavery Society, on the subject 
of Slavery, of course. Having just come from 
Cincinnati, where ske had seen and sympa- 
thised with the hero:ne Slave Mother, Mar- 
garetand her il fated children, and compa- 
nions struggling for freedom, having attend- 
She made their cases the sub- 
ject of her lecture. 

The circumstances connected with their 
escape, their strong desires for liberty, the 
deep wrongs to which they had been sub- 
jected—the description of the Mother Mar- 
garet, who killed her child; with many 
other interesting and touching accounts, 
were ably nnd eloquently brought home to 
the hearts of the audience, in a manner not 
soon to be forgotten, I trust.

Indeed, 
not only submits, but actually aidsin carry- 
ing back into bondage, the poor mother and 
her children who had escaped. 

Two hundred extra United States Deputy 
Marshals were furnished last Thursday, by 
Ohio, to carry back these poor fugitives into 
hopeless bondage ! 

Yet but few manifest any extraordinary 
interest in the matter, except just around 
Cincinnati, and there perhaps, only Avboli- 
tionist and liberal minded people.

Itissurrounded by a very rich 
agricultural district, and the Great Western 
Railway passes through it. Seven years 
ago this place was miserable looking village 
of between two and three thousand inhabi- 
tants; now it is a flourishing town, alive with 
business, and has a population of 18,00U 
souls: The increase in the value of pro- 
perty will appear almost ine edibleto Envlish 
readers, but it is stated on the best authori- 
ty; a building site sold in September, 1855, 
for £150 per foot, which ten years ago 
could have been bought for that price per 
acre, and ten years earlier for as many pence.

Mr. Epiror.—Thinking it may be inter- 
esting to many of your readers to hear some- 
thing of the very talented Miss Watkins, of 
Baltimore, who is now lecturing on anti- 
slavery in this State, I sit down to give you 
a short account of her lectures in this city. 
She lectured at the City Hall on Friday and 
Saturday evenings of last week, to crowded 
houses, and met with a most flattering recep- 
tion. I venture tosay, that the people of 
Bath never listened to two more interesting 
or eloquent lectures upon the subject of anti- 
slavery; and their profound attention and 
manifestations of deep sympathy in her ef- 
forts, gave complete evidence or their high 
appreciation of her merits. Miss W. is slight- 
ly tinged with African blood, but. consider- 
ing her humane mission in behalf of her 
oppressed race, together with a natural fit- 
ness of things which always commends tself 
to a cultivated taste, the color only serves to 
add a charm to the occasion which nothing 
else could give. while at the same time it dis- 
arms the fastidious of that so common pre- 
jedice which denies to white ladies the right 
to give public lectures, 

One cannot but feel, while listening to the 
recital of the wrongs inflicted upon her race, 
and to her fervent and eloquent appeals in 
their behalf, that she is in her own legiti- 
mate sphere in pleading their cause, and 
that hersis a heavenly appointed mission. 
Unless his heart be harder than a stone, he 
cannot suppress the emotions of a generous 
sympathy from welling up within him and 
seeking utterance, whether he will or no, in 
a“ God speed you !” in your kindly efforts 
for your race. 

Although Miss W. is slender and grace- 
ful both in personal appearance and manners, 
and her voice soft and musical almost as 
that of a syren, yet the deep fervor of feel 
ing and pathos that she manifests, together 
with the choice selection of language which 
she uses, arm her elocution with almost su- 
perhuman force and power over her spell 
bound audience. 

The City Hall was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, and hundreds went away unable 
togain admission. ‘Lhe vast’ audience list- 
ened with breathless attention to the close, 
and even then, seemed loth to leave the 
Hall until reminded so to do, by a motion to 
adjourn. Never have I seen a more deep 
sympathy fur the cause she is engaged in 
advocating. Whether this was owing to 
the eloquence of the lecturer, or to the op- 
portune fitness of the time and occasion, or 
to both, one could hardly tell; but I have no 
doubt the Hall would be filled every night 
for a week longer, if she could remain. It 
is true the money kings of Bath were not 
there, and probably would not be, if she 
were to repeat her lectures; but she takes a 
deep hold upon the popular ieart; which, 
thank God, 1s not yet steeled even in Bath 
to the claims of humanity. After the an- 
nouncement of the lectures given out, you 
might have heard an occasional humph from 
the cotton-ocracy or their devoted subjects, 
accompanied by a very long face and rolling 
up of the eyes, lest freights would immedi- 
ately go down and the Union be dissolved. 
—But I believe the Union still stands, and 
I haven’t heard of any Bath ships having 
been refused freights in the Southern ports 
on account of it. I learn that she intends 
revisiting the up-river towns this week, and 
after that she will visit Portland, when your 
people will have an opportunity of hearing 
her for themselves.

State of Feeling in St. Petersburg. 


Letters from St. Petersburg, dated the 
31st January, describe increasing confidence 
among the merchants, and a further inprove- 
ment in the rate of exchange. According 
to the views of intelligent persons, there could 
be no doubt that the Austrian intervention 
to bring about peace was originally concert- 
ed at St. Petersburg, and its success is hail- 
ed as a triumph of skill, by which the expo- 
sure of the actual condition of Russia, and 
the degradation of suing for terms have been 
averted. Peace, it is said, is no longer a 
question for consideration, but an absolute 
necessity for the country; and this fact is 
so thoroughly recognized that every one be- 
lieves it to be the firm intention of the Czar 
to meet theallies in a manner to make sure 
of the war being brought to a close. ‘he 
pride of the fanatical party is, however, to 
be smoothed by the idea that the submission, 
although now inevitable, need not be perma- 
nent. No Russian, it is affirmed, gives up 
his views on Turkey; and“ they now say 
they must get the English to build public 
works and railways, and also to find the capl- 
tal to enable it to be taken at a more aus- 
picious time, when France may have trou- 
bles at home.” Hence for the future the 
diplomatic tone will be altocether in favor 
of the arts of peace, the cultivation or com- 
merce, anda limitation of the empire. Im- 
mediately, therefore, on a treaty being con- 
cluded, the government will grant cessions 
and give guarrantees of interest to English 
companies for the construction of railways all 
over the country. Itis the appropriateness 
of these designs that is said to have convert-

The Missing Steamer “Pacific,” List of 
Passengers, &c. 


The Baltic brings no tidings of the Pact- 
fic. It is now forty-two days since she left 
Liverpool on her return to New York, and 
up to the present time nothing of a reliable 
character has been seen or heard of her. 
Although her painfully protracted absence 
is undoubtedly a serious cause for alarn in re- 
gard of her fate, still we entertain strong 
hopes of seeing heragain. ‘The Aélantic, it 
will be remembered, was not heard of till 
forty-nine days after leaving England, and it 
may be still longer before any news of the 
safety of the Pacific can reach us. For 
three weeks atleast we shall not give her 
up. : 

Various rumours are afloat concerning 
her, the m ist probable of which is that her 
machinery isin a disabled condition, and 
that she is now slowly making her way under 
sail to the nearest port. Some are of opin- 
ion that while on the banks of Newfoundland 
she was damaged by the ice, and that she 
may stil be surrounded by it and unable to 
extricate herself. In such an event no ap- 
prehensions need be felt in regard to want 
of provisions, as she is furnished with a sup- 
ply for months. She had forty-five passen- 
gers, of whom about fifteen had taken pas- 
sage in.the first cabin.

Destructive Freshet in the Ohio—Seven 
Steamers Sunk—Loss $200,000. 


Cincinnati, Feb, 24.—A freshet commenced 
yesterday in the Licking river, and the ice break. 
ing up, unusual quantities of it were thrown into 
the Ohio river, breaking up the ice opposite the 
city, and causing great destructiom among the 
steamboats along the levee. ‘The steamboats Al- 
bertine, Flag, Bridge City, Grape Shot, Madonna, 
Salem and Yorktown, were all sunk. They 
were all stern wheel boats, and will probably be 
totally lost. There is, in addition, a number of 
other boats injured, and considerable number of 
flat boats and barges sunk. The total loss so far 
is estimated at $200,000.
